Columbus, Dec. 20.—The future pol­ 
icy of the state prohibition depart­ 
ment was outlined by Commissioner 


McDonald at a meeting of prohibition 


inspectors here. 
The inspectors were ordered to give 
first attention to apprehending com­ 
mercial dealers in illicit liquor. 
Commissioner Mc Donald made tie 
following statement:

“ This does not mean that the small 
violator will be neglected.

secution, as every one who violates 
the law should be punished. 
Hut in­ 
asmuch as our department can not 
attend to all violations I am giving 
you these directions in order that we 
may throw our forces where they will 
be most effective in stopping the il­ 
legal traffic.” 
Minor 
violators should be left to 
local officials, McDonald said, but be 
instructed 
the inspectors 
to 
warn 
such officials in case of derelict per­ 
formance of their duty and 
if this 
warning was not heeded to then re­ 
port to him with a recommendation. 
Governor Donahey 
addressed

inspectors, cautioning them against 
unnecessary molestation 
of

homes, where a small amount of liq­ 
uor might be kept for medicinal pur­ 
poses.

of Labor elected W illiam Green of 
Coshocton, O., president of the fed­ 
eration, to succeed Samuel Gompers, 


deceased. 
Green in a short address said the 
keynote of his administration wmuld 
be “ constructive progres.iivism.” 
James P. Noonan, president of the 
International Brotherhood of Electri­ 
cal Workers, was elected eighth vice 
president to fill the vacancy on the 
executive council caused by Green’s 
promotion 
Mr. Green has been sec- 
retary-treasurer of the United Mine 
Workers of America since 1912. 
John 
L. Lewis will continue in his present 
position 
as president of the mine 
workers and is no longer a cabinet 
possibility. 
James Duncan, the first viqe presi­ 
dent, at. once resigned upon Green's 
election. 
A close associate of 
the 
Samuel Gompers for 40 years, 
Ha colleagues he 
felt 
entitled to the office himself because 
of seniority and long service. 
His 
resignation will not be acted upon 
until the executive committee meets 
again at Miami, Fia., about Feb. 3. 
Green was nominated by Thomas A. 
Rickert of the garment workers and 
seconded by Matthew 
Woll of 
the 
photo-engravers. Both Woll and Rick­ 
ert had abandoned tentative candi­ 
dacies of their own and retired in 
avor of Green. 
In the actual voting 
Green was opposed by no other can­ 
didate. 
Both Green and Noonan take up 
their new duties at once. Green with­ 
draws from the mine workers’ organ­ 
isation and John L. Lewis, the min- 
■rs’ president, is expected to appoint 
his successor after a meeting of the 
executive 
board in 
Indianapolis in 
January. 
Lewis said the election of 
Green was “ the choice of wisdom,” 
because the miners’ seeretary-treas- 
urer “ is the one outstanding figure
